Therefore, the airline will give you options such as no-show for your missed JetBlue flight 
and you will be entitled to fines if you do not inform the airline sooner. 


Here are the details: 


e Ifapassenger does not inform the airline in advance, all the money related to the 
flight ticket will be wasted. 


e There is also a certain time window of two hours after the flight departure, within 
which you would like to arrive at the airport. 

e After that, the airline will allow you to fly standby for free on the next available 
flight. 

e You can also choose a same-day no-show option and pay a fee that varies depending 
on the fee options. 

e You can even get the remaining ticket amount as a lost JetBlue flight credit for future 
travel. 


Also, when you miss a flight, if you are not eligible for a refund, you will be able to recover 
the taxes. The airline should not pay taxes to passengers. However, you have already paid 
25% of the ticket price. 


Is There A Fee For Missing A Flight? 


Passengers who missed their flight will get a seat on the next consecutive flight in 
reservation mode. This is usually the key point of JetBlue airlines’ missed flight policy, 
which allows you to keep your vacation plans intact at no additional charge. 


However, if you wish, you can get a refund for no-shows on the same day. But there will be a 
specific fee that you will have to pay to try to do it. The airline will only give you money 
after you lose the non-refundable part of the ticket. 


Additionally, to receive a refund for amissed JetBlue flight, you must provide them with the 
information at least before departure or up to two hours after the flight. So be proactive 
and use same-day change, or fly standby by simply paying $75 as a fee.
